SAVANNAH, Ga 
Consolidation of railroads and co-or- 
dination of rail, air. highway and wa- 
terway transportation facilities withm 
the next 20 years was forecast today 
by Congressman Louis T. McFadden, 
chairman of the house committee on 
banking and currency.

eral constitution, 

“In response to the invitation of 
the French government, a number of 
mayors of American cities recently 
visited France. Among the guests on 
this junket of the mayors was the 
mayor of the city of Atlanta, who, | 
arriving at destination, gave public} 
utterance to a violent assault upon | 
the constitution of his own country, 
as set forth in the eighteenth amend- 
ment, much to the delectation of the 
liquor interests in both France and 
America, 

“The mayor was widely quoted at | 
home and abroad as having said to’ 
French reporters that the liquor laws 
of America were abominable, intoler- 
able and unenforceable, and had cor- 
rupted government from top to bot- 
tom; that crime was rampant and 
largely attributable to the eighteentn 
amendment of the constitution of the 
United States, 

“Facing an outraged citizenry back 
home, the mayor protested that he 
had spoken as a private citizen, and 
as such, invoked the privilege of free 
speech. This defense not only ig- 
nores the enormity of his offense, but 
is palpably absurd and untenable. He 
was a guest of the Fiench government 
in his official capacity. It cannot be 
seriously contended that he had va- 
ea.ecd his office cr was in any way 
absolved from kis oath to uphoid cha 
dignity of our law3, voth federal and 
state, and procure their enforcement. 

Acted “As Mayer.” 

“The right of every man to freedom 
of conscience and, under constitu- 
tional limitations, freedom of speech, 
is not only freely admitted but earn- 
estiy defended. Many high-minded, 
conscientious and patriotic citizens are 
unfriendly to the control of the liquor 
traffic and particularly the eighteenth 
amendment, though we know of n 
sueh persons who woutd deliderntely 
aid and abet «nd give ec mfort to the 
forces which seek by violence and con- 
tempt of law to nullify the constitu- 
tion in this or any other particular. 

“Apart from his high office, the 
mayor might have voiced his personal 
displeasure to his heart's content with- 
out exciting further interest than that 
of pity. In his capacity as mayor, 
however, he has deliberately held up 
his city, state and nation to the con- 
tempt of the world as having no re 
gard for constitutional law—as a peo- 
ple corrupted by sham and hypocrisy. 

“Having traduced the faith of his 
people, in -his official capacity, your 
executive committee deemed it neces- 
sary to take cognizance of his acts, 
and this paper now constitutes the re- 
| port of your executive committee upon 
the matter, 


“With no feeling of anger, but with 
disappointment and chagrin that our 
chief executive should have so far 
abandoned truth, we denounce his ut- 
terances as false and mischevious. 

Law Not Perfect. 

“The eighteenth amendment and en- 
| forcing statutes express a great un- 
/ Selfish and moral purpose and a no- 
jtable advance in the science of gov- 
ernment. They foretoken a day when 
| the minds and bodies of men shall 
jhave been delivered from the age-old 
leurse of strong drink . They herald 
ithe end of governmental partnership 
,in this iniquitous traffic. 

“It is not contended that the law 
is perfect. When, and if it is amend- 
ed, however, it will be t@@strengthen 
it, and any amendment ‘vf the law 
| will be by its friends and not by its 
avowed enemies, 

“As to enforcement of the eighteenth 
| amendment, we challenge the truth of 
:the mayor's assertion. Despite the

No, really, it is absurd that we do 
recognize such a specialty as “internal 
medicine,” yet we are as yet too hide- 
bound and narrow, we doctors in gen- 
eral, to recognize such a specialty as 
diseases of the heart. or hygiene, or 
plastie surgery. 

I think it is high time to withdraw 
such recognition from these comical, 
all-round specialists and Jet them eke 
out an existence, if they can, as con- 
sulting physicians, which is all they 
purported to be in the tirst place and 
it is only as consulting physicians that 
‘thev have managed to ease along into 
their present anomalous position in 
the medical faculty. 

Away with all alleged eye-ear-nose- 
throat specialists and down with all 
alleged internists. 

There is enough hocus-pocus and 
hanky-panky in medicine anyway, 
without cultivating it openly and of- 
ficially.

The opportunity to execute what is | 


known as a coup in Bridge is com-

The general term “coup,” when ap- 
plied in Bridge, means a lead or play 
of unusual significance. The coup 


with which we deal today is a play | 
which involves two elements; namely, |

and secondly, reducing 
dominant trump 
to the same number as those 
by the opponent so that this

All simple 
coups contain these two elements. Re- 
cently in a Duplicate game I saw the 
following example of .the true coup

WASHINGTON, July 20.—(UP) 
A tendency to “hoard” money as the 
result of the numerous bank fail- 
ures in the past few months was 
an by the federal reserve board to- 
day. 

“Currency demands caused by bank- 
ing disturbances have developed on 
several occasions since the early part 
of last November, and there has been 
a large increase .since November in 
the amount of currency that is either 


added te vault cash by banks in ex- 
cess of their usual requirements,’ the 
board said in its monthly survey. 
Pointing to a series of failnres& in 
April, May and June in the Chieago 
district, which Jed to withdrawals of 
currency from banks, the board ex- 
plained that the total amount of 
money in circulation, representing

withdrawals largely, increased $200,- 
000,000 from March to June. 

A similar tendeney occurred in No- 
vember, following upon hank failures 
in Tennessee and Kentucky, and again 
in December and January when there 
were failures in New York and Phil- 
adelphia. 

“Withdrawals of currency of such 
magnitude eonstitute, under present 
conditions, a factor of considerable 
importance in the general credit posi-
